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Twin Charger for Microtac Cellular Phones 


Your RadioShack Twin Charger for Microtac Ceiiuiar 
Phones iets you charge or discharge iithium ion, nickei- 
metai hydride, or nickei-cadmium rechargeabie batteries 
for Motoroia Eiite, Microtac, and 8200 ceiiuiar teiephones. 
You can keep the phone with a battery instaiied in the 
front chamber and a spare battery in the rear chamber, 
so you aiways have the power you need to stay connect- 
ed. 

The charger has these features: 

Battery Condition Detection — automaticaiiy detects 
whether the battery is discharging, charging, or fuiiy 
charged. 

LCD Charging/Discharging indicator — iets you see 
the battery’s condition at a giance. 


Cautions: 

A You must use a Ciass 2 power source that 
suppiies at between 12V and 15V DC and 
deiivers at ieast 1 Amp. Its center tip must 
be set to negative and its piug must fit the charger's 
DC 13.5V jack. The suppiied adapter meets these 
specifications. Using an adapter that does not meet 
these specifications couid damage the charger or the 
adapter. 

• Aiways connect the AC adapter to the charger 
before you connect it to AC power. When you fin- 
ish, disconnect the adapter from AC power before 
you disconnect it from the charger. 

2. To charge a battery that is instaiied in a Motoroia 
Eiite, Microtac, or 8200 ceiiuiar phone, insert the 
phone into the charger's front chamber. 


Audible Indicator — beeps to iet you know when a bat- 
tery is fuiiy charged. 

Short Circuit, Peak Voltage, and 6V2-Hour Maximum 
Time Protection — uses three different circuits to protect 
the battery in the rear siot from being damaged during 
charging or discharging. 

Caution: Do not use any iithium ion battery other than 
one that is soid by RadioShack or manufactured by the 
originai phone manufacturer. 


OPERATION 

1 . Insert the supplied AC adapter's barrel plug into the 
charger's DC 13.5V jack, then plug the adapter's AC 
plug into a standard AC outlet. 



The charging indicator’s inner frame and CHG flash. 
When the battery is fully charged, the charger beeps 
and the indicator remains in the FULL position. 



3. To charge or discharge an additional battery, insert it 
in the rear chamber and press CON (Condition). 

Note: You cannot discharge a battery in the front 
chamber. 

The charger starts discharging the battery, then auto- 
matically starts charging when the battery is dis- 
charged completely. The indicators appear as 
follows: 

Discharging — an arrow appears above the charg- 
ing indicator and DIS (Discharge) flashes. 75%, 
50%, and 25% appear in turn until the battery is fully 
discharged. 

Charging — CHG flashes and 25%, 50%, and 75% 
appear in turn as the battery charges. When the bat- 
tery is fully charged, FULL appears and the charger 
beeps. 
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Notes: 

• When a battery is installed in the rear chamber, pressing CON reverses the process to discharge (if the battery is charg- 
ing) or charging (if the battery is discharging). 

• The charger stops charging automatically if the battery cannot be charged to a minimum working voltage. If this hap- 
pens, replace the battery with a new one of the same type. 

• Do not store the battery in the charger for more than one week.

RadioShack will, at its option, un- 
less otherwise provided by law: (a) correct the defect by product repair without charge for parts and 
labor; (b) replace the product with one of the same or similar design; or (c) refund the purchase 
price. All replaced parts and products, and products on which a refund is made, become the prop- 
erty of RadioShack. New or reconditioned parts and products may be used in the performance of 
warranty service. Repaired or replaced parts and products are warranted for the remainder of the 
original warranty period. You will be charged for repair or replacement of the product made after the 
expiration of the warranty period. 

This warranty does not cover: (a) damage or failure caused by or attributable to acts of God, abuse, 
accident, misuse, improper or abnormal usage, failure to follow instructions, improper installation or
